Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1919. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character  of  the 
District  . — Folkestone  is  essentially  a seaside  resort  on  the  south 
coast  of  Kent,  overlooking  the  Straits  of  Dover.  The  town  is  built 
upon  the  cliffs,  which  have  a south  aspect,  and  is  intersected  by  a 
valley  which  runs  up  in  a north-westerly  direction  from  the  harbour 
towards  the  range  of  chalk  downs  which  protect  it  to  the  north. 
The  old  portion  of  the  town  lies  in  this  valley,  and  on  the  slopes  on 
either  side.  This  valley  forms  roughly  the  boundary  between  the 
West  and  East  Wards  as  far  as  the  South  Eastern  and  Chatham 
Railway  Embankment.  The  railway  running  East  and  West 
divides  these  two  wards  from  the  North  Ward,  which  extends  from 
the  railway  to  the  range  of  hills  behind,  and  together  with  the  West 
Ward  is  contiguous  with  the  Cheriton  and  Sandgate  Districts  to  the 
West.  To  the  East  it  is  bounded  by  the  parish  of  Capel. 
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Geological  Formation,  &c.—  The  geological  strata 

visible  are  of  the  cretaceous  age,  with  here  and  there  superficial 
deposits  of  loam  and  brick  earth.  The  town  is  built  mainly  on  the 
“ Folkestone  beds,”  the  uppermost  member  of  the  lower  green  sand. 
These  beds,  are  about  90ft.  in  thickness;  they  consist  of  light  fawn 
coloured  sands  with  layers  and  concretionary  masses  of  siliceous 
limestone  and  are  well  seen  in  section  in  the  cliffs  on  both  sides  of 
the  harbour.  Below  these  are  the  “ Sandgate  beds  ’ visible  on. the 
shore  where  the  .shingle  has  been  washed  away.  They  consist  of 
dark  slate  coloured  clayey  sand,  which  holds  up  a good  deal  of  water 
that  has  percolated  through  the  sandy  beds  above.  There  is  con- 
sequently a tendency  to  slip  in  the  case  of  the  latter,  and  thus  to 
cover  and  obscure  the  “ Sandgate  beds’’  with  the  debris.  These 
formations  dip  gently  to  the  North-East,  and  about  half  a mile  from 
the  foot  of  the  chalk  escarpment  behind  the  town  the  gault  comes 
on  above  the  “ Folkestone  beds."  This  is  a stiff  bluish  clay  100  feet 
thick,  forming  a.  belt  of  stiff  land,  averaging  half  a.  mile  in  breadth, 
all  along  the  base  of  the  hill.  It  appears  in  section  in  the  cliffs  to 
the  East  of  the  harbour  overlying  the  “Folkestone  beds”  and 
dipping  gradually  till  it  reaches  sea  level  in  East  Wear  Bay  beyond 
Copt  Point.  It  eventually  disappears  under  the  “chloritic  marl  ” 
which  forms  the  base  of  the  chalk.  This  marl  is  full  of  dark  green 
grains  of  glauconite,  and  was  formerly  considered  to  be  a local 
representative,  of  the  upper1  green  sand.  Above  this  comes  the 
chalk  escarpment  which  is  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  North 
Downs.  In  the  immediate  neighbourhood  only7-  the  lower  and  middle 
divisions  of  the  formation  are  present. 


Social  Conditions , including  Occupations  of 

Inhabitants , &C. — The  Port  of  Folkestone  which  next  to  Dover 
is  the  nearest  to  the  French  coast,  is  in  communication  try  steam- 
boat service  with  Boulogne  and  Flushing.  A large  amount  of  cargo 
is  also  brought  by  these  routes.  Besides  a,  considerable  fishing  in- 
dustry, there  is  a coastwise  trade,  and  also  an  oversea  trade  from 
the.  French  and  Baltic  Ports. 

There  is  a considerable  residential  population,  but  the  main 
asset  of  the  town  is  its  claim  as  a health  resort,  and  in  consequence 
there  are  numerous  hotels  and  lodging  houses  which  give  a.  con- 
siderable amount  of  employment,  especially  during  the  .summer 
months.  The  only  local  industry  is  the  building  trade..  There 
are  a.  considerable  number  of  persons  employed  at  laundries  and  in 
workrooms  in  connection  with  the  making,  etc.,  of  wearing  ap- 
parel. There  are  also'  a number  of  private  schools  for  boys  and 
girls  which  cause  a preponderance  in  the  9 — 16  years  of  age  period. 


Utilisation  of  Hospital  Accommodation . — The 

Royal  Victoria  (General)  Hospital  situated  in  the  Borough,  is 
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available  for  cases  requiring  medical  or  surgical  relief  from  this 
town  and  the  neighbouring  districts.  t 

The  accommodation  is  as  follows:- — Surgical  28,  Medical  24, 
Convalescent  7,  and  Tuberculosis  (other  than  pulmonary)  6.  Total 
65  beds. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 
THE  DISTRICT. 

Water  Supply, — With  the  exception  of  20  houses,  the 
whole  district  is  supplied  by  the  Folkestone  Waterworks  Company, 
which  derives  its  supply  mainly  from  a.  deep  well  (130  feet)  in  the 
chalk  situated  at  Standen  in  the  Alkham  Valley,  some  2§  miles  to 
the  North-East  of  the  town.  There  is  also  a deep  well  (90  feet)  in 
the  lower  green  sand  at  the  Shearway  Works,  situated  at  the  foot 
of  the  hills,  about  1|-  miles  to  the  North-West  of  the  town,  and 
close  to  the  reservoirs.  These  two  wells  yield  on  an  average  800,000 
gallons;  and  500,000  gallons  respectively  per  diem.  A further 
supply  of  some  300,000'  gallons  is  derived  from  a tunnel  in  the 
chalk  escarpment  immediately  behind  the  reservoirs.  A third  deep 
vrell  (about  185  feet)  exists  in  the  chalk  formation  at  Lydden, 
about  one  mile  to  the  North-East  of  that  at  Standen,  the  yield  from 
which  is  estimated  at  1,000,000  gallons  per  diem.  So  far  this  well 
has  not  been  drawn  upon,*  but  the  mains  are  ready  laid  for  future 
requirements1. 

The  capacity  of  the  reservoirs,  which  are  five  in  number,  and 
concreted  throughout,  is  20,000,000  gallons.  Into  these  the  wafer 
from  the  above-mentioned  wells  is  pumped,  and  isi  distributed 
through  the  mains,  to  the  various  parts  of  the  district  by  the  force 
of  gravity. 

The-  supply  is  constant  throughout,  and  no  complaints  have 
reached  me  as  to  quantity  or  quality.

REMARKS.- — The  above  results  are  very  satisfactory  through- 

out,  and  indicate  water  organically  pure  and  free  from  sewage 
percolation. 

The  Microscopical  Examination  is  also  satisfactory.

Setter  Outfall  . — The  condition  of  the  Sewer  Outfall  re- 
mains practically  in  the  same  state  as  referred  to  in  my  last 
annual  report.  The  plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Local  Gov- 
ernment Board,  who  have  granted  permission  for  the  Council  to 
obtain  a loan  to  carry  out  their  plans,  which  comprise  the  extension 
in  an  eastward  direction  to  a point  in  deep  water  oft1  Copt  Point. 

The  Condition  of  House  Drains.— The  drains  of  all 
new  buildings  are  required  to  be  laid  according  to  the  Building  Bye- 
laws, which  require  that  they  should  be  water-tight.  They  are 
tested  and  examined  by  the  Building  Inspector  before  being 
covered  in.  As  regards  the  older  houses  these  are  being  examined 
year  by  year,  and  much  improvement  has  been  effected  in  this 
direction.  During  recent  years,  however,  we  have  been  practically 
precluded  from  employing  the  water  test,  which  I consider  is  the 
only  reliable  test  for  revealing  defects.  It  is  recommended  that  only 
the  smoke  test  or  the  coloured  water  test  should  be  employed,  both 
of  which  give  only  negative  results.  Even"  drain  is  liable  through 
accident  or  carelessness  to  become  blocked,  and  thus  to  undergo  the 
water  test,  if  the  drain  is  faultily  constructed,  or  has  weak  and 
defective  joints,  at  once  finds  out  these  weak  spots  and  does  by 
natural  process  what  is  claimed  we  do  by  artificially  applying  the 
water  test  Therefore  I cannot  see  the  use  of  precluding  the  water 
test  as  artificially  applied,  and  I am  of  opinion  this  matter  ought  to 
be  re- considered. 
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As  these  Bye-laws  refer  only  to  new  buildings,  only  such 
sanitary  repairs  as  are  discovered  on  examination  by  the  Sanitary 
Department  are  made  to  comply  with  the  Bye-laws.  In  those 
instances  in  which  defects  are  found  by  private  individuals  which 
frequently  occur,  no  notice  is  received  by  the  Sanitary  Department, 
and  the  work  is  carried  out  by  those  individuals,  and  the  Depart- 
ment has  therefore  no  opportunity  of  satisfying  itself  with  regard 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  work.  It  would  appear  to*  be  only  reasonable 
that  notice  should  be  given  in  every  case  in  which  ai  drain  has 
been  opened,  and  I would  suggest  in  framing  new  Bye-laws,  this 
should  be  borne  in  mind. 

Method  of  Disposal  of  S eWage  — ^ ith  the  exception 

of  some-  half-a-dozen  houses  lying  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  this 
is  effected  by  means  of  water  carriage  discharging  the  sewage  un- 
treated directly  into  the  sea. 

I • 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse.— This 

work  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation.  The  refuse,  both  house  and 
trade,  is  collected  in  motor  lorries  from  all  premises  at  least  twice  a 
week,  and  from  the  busiest  parts  of  the  town  and  large  hotels  more 
frequently.  The  provision  of  proper  galvanised  iron  covered  dust- 
bins to  houses  in  the  Borough  is  insisted  on,  but  considerable  diffi- 
culty has  been  experienced  in  getting  these  supplied  in  the  last  3 or 
4 years. 

The  fish  offal  from  the  Market,  which  used  to*  be  removed  in 
tumbrils  for  destruction  at  the  Refuse  Destructor,  is  now  being 
treated  by  special  plant  for  reducing  it  to  pulp,  after  which  it  is 
dried1  and  made  into  a manurial  powder. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  flue  dust  of  the  Destructor  is  used  for 
mixing  with  disinfectants,  thus  making  a disinfectant  powder  ; the 
clinker  is  used  for  road  surfaces,  and1  material  for  concrete  making 
is  also*  produced.  Concrete  slabs  for  the  pavement  of  footways  in 
the  Borough  are  turned  out,  and  large  quantities  of  concrete  bricks 
for  use  in  connection  with  the  local  municipal  housing  scheme. 

All  refuse,  as  well  as  carcases  and  other  condemned  food,  is  now 
destroyed  in  the  Destructor. 

Nuisances . — These*  are  dealt  with  by  intimation  notices  for 
their  abatement,  also  by  interviews  with  the  owners  or  persons 
concerned.  In  general,  this  proceeding  is  found  sufficient  for  the 
abatement.  In  some  cases  it  is  found  necessary  to  follow  these 
notices  up  with  a>  legal  notice.  Out,  of  389  cases  of  nuisances 
reported  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  336  intimation  notices,  229 
of  which  required  the  extra  pressure  of  a legal  notice.  Details  of 
the  above  are  furnished  in  the  Inspector's  Report, 
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In  consequence  of  the  action  taken  complaints  of  accumulations 
in  the  market  gardens,  etc.,  have  been  less  frequent,  these  accumu- 
lations having  been  apparently  dealt  with  by  the  owners,  and 
either  dug  in  at  once,  or  covered  with  earth. 

Public  notice  under  Section  50  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875, 
was  given  during  the  year,  requiring  the  periodical  removal  of 
manure  and  other  refuse  matter  from  staples,  mews,  and  other 
premises  at  least  twice  a week. 


Offensive  Trades  , — No  offensive  trade  is  carried  on  in 
the  district. 

Bye-Latos  as  to  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  four  of  these  houses  in  the  town,  and  these  have  been 
inspected  at  regular  interval's.  Verbal  intimation  has  been  sufficient 
to  deal  with  any  nuisance  or  breach  of  bye-lews  which  has  arisen, 
and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  resort  to  any  legal  action. 


Sanitary  Administration  — The  following  Bye-laws  are 
in  force  in  the  district:  — 

Bye-Laws  with  respect  to  New  Streets  and  Buildings,  allowed 
in  1880. 

Bye-Laws  with  respect  to  Alteration  of  Buildings,  etc..,  allowed 
in  1907. 

Bye-Laws  with  respect  to  Common  Lodging  Houses  allowed 
in  1889. 

By  e-Law, si  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1890,  re  Water  Closets,  allowed  in  1904. 

Bye-Laws  with  respect  to  Slaughter  Houses,  allowed  in  1904, 
replacing  the  Bye-Laws  made  in  1858. 

Bye-Laws  to  regulate  the  keeping  of  animals  on  premises,  so 
as  not  to  be  injurious  to  health,  etc.,  allowed  in  1905. 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk-shops 
Order  of  1885. 

Regulations  as  to  Infectious  Diseases  on  Ships  arriving  at 
Folkestone. 

It  is  desirable  that  Bye-Laws  relating  to  houses  let  in  lodgings 
be  approved. 

Schools — LaVatory  Accommodation . — This  is  not 

sufficiently  recognised  as  a means  for  enforcing  cleanliness  amongst 
the  children,  and  more  advantage  might  be  taken  of  the  accommoda- 
tion afforded,  which  is,  however,  m some  cases  still  very  inadequate. 
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The  floors  in  class  rooms,  corridors,  and  staircases  throughout 
the  Schools  have  been  treated  with  a dust  preventing  preparation, 
which  has  given  very  satisfactory  results, 

More  care  is  evident  in  ventilation,  and  providing  proper 
position  as  regards  light  and  position  when  seated.  The  evils 
arising  from  children  sitting  at  desks  not  suited  to  them  has  been 
pointed  out,  and  the  advice  is,  I am  pleased  to  say,  being  acted 
upon,  as  this  is  borne  in  mind  when  ordering  new  desks. 

Closures  of  "Public  Elementary  Schools  by  Orders 
of  the  Sanitary  Authority  during  1919  for  Influenza, 

- — The  following  Schools  were  closed  for  the  periods  mentioned  on 
account  of  the  prevalence  of  influenza : — 

St.  Mary’s  Boys’ — 12  days  (Feb.  12th  to  Feb.  23rd). 

Sandgate  Mixed — 9 days  (Feb.  20th  to  March  1st). 

St.  Eanswythe’s — 12  days  (Feb.  25th  to  March  8th). 

Arrangements  for  the  Medical  Inspection  of 
School  Children  — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Bor- 
ough is  also  the  School  Medical  Officer,  and  carries  out  the  statutory 
duties  for  School  Medical  Inspection. 

Action  taken  for  Preventing  the  Spread  of 
Infectious  Disease.—  As  School  Medical  Officer  information  is 
available  through  the  Managers,  Teachers,  School  Nurses,  and 
Attendance  Officers,  of  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease  among 
the  scholars.  If  no  medical  man  is  in  attendance  the  case  is 
visited  by  the  School  Nurses,  who  report  the  nature  of  the  case. 
An  exclusion  notice  stating  nature  of  disease  is  sent  to  the  teacher 
of  the  school  which  the  child  attends.,  and  if  vhe  disease  is  not 
notifiable  a card  is  sent  to»  the  parents  giving  general  information 
of  the  disease,  and  instructions  as  to  keeping  the  child  at  home, 
and  notifying  the  teachers  of  any  further  cases.  On  the  occurrence 
of  a first  case  of  measles  in  a school,  closure  for  a period  of  ten  days 
is  adopted.  All  cases  are  visited  by  the  School  Nurses,  who  give 
instructions  and  leave  a pamphlet  re  precautions,  etc.,  to  be  carried 
out.  In  the  case  of  a notifiable  disease  a,  card  of  instruction  and 
advice  is  left  from  the  Health  Department  in  All  cases  where  the 
patient  is  nursed  at  home.  All  children  from  an  infected  house 
are  excluded  from  school  attendance,  and  are  examined  before  beimr 
re-  admitted. 

All  the  Council  Schools  have  now  been  provided  with  jet  drink- 
ing fountains,  and  I hope  that  this  system  will  be  introduced 
throughout  the  Voluntary  Schools,  St.  Mary’s  Boys’  Department 
being  the  only  one  so  provided. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Schools  is  in  all  cases  derived  from  the 
public  service  supply. 
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FOOD. 

Milk  Supply  . — About  75  per  cent,  of  the  supply  is  im- 
ported  from  outside  the  district.  This,  together  with  that  which  is 
supplied  from  the  cowsheds  within  the  district,  is  subjected  to  con- 
stant supervision,  and  samples  are  taken  at  frequenl  intervals  to 
ensure  a wholesome  and  pure  supply. 

During  the  year  75  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  analysis, 
two  being  taken  in  the  course  of  delivery.  Two  samples  shewed  a 
deficiency  in  fat  of  6 and  7 per  cent,  respectively,  the  former  also 
containing  6 per  cent,  of  added  water.  Four  were  shown  to  contain 
5,  8,  11  and  13  per  cent.,  and  two  6 per  cent,  each  of  extraneous 
water. 

As  a result  of  these  findings,  proceedings  were  taken  before 
the  Borough  Bench  in  six  instances.  Two  cases  were  dismissed,  and 
four  convictions  of  £l  and  costs,  £2  and  costs,  £5  and  costs,  and 
£10  were  obtained,  a fine  of  £10  also  being  imposed  in  the  latter 
case  for  obstructing  the  Inspector. 

/The  dairies,  cowsheds  and  onilkshops  have  been  regularly 
inspected.  There  are  15  dairies,  5 cowsheds,  and  33  purveyors  of 
milk.  The  more  recent  dairies  are  wrell  installed  and  provided  with 
cooling  apparatus.  In  two  out  of  the  5 cowsheds  cooling  is  carried 
out  before  the  milk  is  despatched.  The  simply  coming  in  from 
surrounding  districts,  which  is  the  major  portion,  is  subject  to  con- 
stant supervision,  samples)  being  taken  to  ensure  ,a  wdiolesome  and 
pure  supply.  This  constant  supervision  is  much  needed,  as  some 
of  the  cowsheds,  from  which  the  milk  is  derived,  and  the  methods 
or  conveniences  for  cleaning  utensils,  or  watering  the  cows,  cool i eg 
the  milk,  and  care  for  the  cleanliness  of  milkers  and  their  methods, 
are  not  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  desired.  Greater  care  requires 
to  be  exercised  by  retailers  to  ensure  that  the  whole  of  their  supply 
is  derived  from  premises  the  surroundings  of  which,  and  the  methods 
of  procuring  and  dealing  with  +he  milk,  are  above  suspicion,  for 
it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  a certain  amount  of  retailer’s  supply  is 
derived  from  premises  which  are  quite  satisfactory,  but  this  is 
supplemented  in  times  of  great  demand  by  milk  derived  from  some 
small  cowsheds  where  the  reverse  is  the  case. 

Administration  in  regard  to  Milk.— The  Dairies 
Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Orders  are  in  force : also  Regulations 
under  Section  13  of  tlm  Order  of  1885. 

Milk  {Mothers  and  Children)  Order , 1919*— 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  supply  of  milk  to  necessitous 
nursing  and  expectant  mothers,  and  to  young  children  under  5 years. 
These  cases  are  principally  discovered  through  the  medium  of  the

Health  Visitor  in  the  course  of  her  routine  T isits,  and  by  recom- 
mendations from  the  Medical  Officer  attending  the  Maternity  Clinic

and  of  other  medical  practitioners  or  .midwives  in  attendance. 

The  circumstances  of  these  cases  are  enquired  into,  and  the 
particulars  placed  before  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  where 
milk  is  allowed  it  is  supplied  either  in  the  form  of  cows7  milk  or  of 
dried  milk,  at  cost,  half  or  quarter  price,  or  free,  according  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  recipients. 

During  the  past  twelve  months,  25  packets  of  dried  milk  have 
been  supplied  at  half-price,  and  5 free  of  charge.  In  one  other  case, 
a pint  of  new  milk  was  supplied  daily  free  of  charge  for  14  days. 


Other  Foods.—  Various  articles  of  food  were  found  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition  and  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption, including  the  following:  — 

Four  carcases  of  cows,  and  one  of  a pig  reported  by  the  In- 
spector of  Nuisances  and  inspected  by  me,  were  affected  with  tuber- 
culosis. The  carcase  of  a sheep  affected  with  hydraemia,  and  a lamb 
which  had  been  run  over  on  the  way  to  slaughter. 

A detailed  list  of  the  articles  destroyed  will  be  found  in  Table 
VII.  of  this  report. 

Meat  Inspection  — The  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who-  holds 
a special  certificate  for  meat  inspection,  undertakes  this  work.  The 
services  of  the  Assistant  Inspector,  who  also  holds  the  certificate, 
being  now  available,  more  attention  has  been  paid  to  this  branch 
of  the  work  and  also'  to  the  visiting  of  the  various  slaughter-houses. 
Carcases  exposed  in  the  butchers ’ shops  are  from  time  to  time 
examined.  In  addition  to  this,  a considerable  amount  of  time  is 
devoted  to  the  inspection  of  foreign  meat  arriving  at  the  Port  from 
the  Continent  in  compliance  with  the  Foreign  Meat  and  Unsound 
Food  Regulations.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  destroy  any 
articles  under  these  Regulations,  the  food  being  of  a superior 
quality. 

Slaughterhouses.—  No  public  abattoir  is  as  yet  provided, 
notwithstanding  frequent  references  in  my  Annual  Reports  to  the 
methods  and  objectionable  conditions  under  which  slaughtering  has 
been  carried  out  in  the  past. 

The  seven  slaughter-houses  are  all  situated  in  crowded  areas 
of  population,  and,  with  one  exception,  are  antiquated  and  more  or 
less  dilapidated  buildings  quite  unfit  for  the  need  and  requirements 
of  the  Borough.  As  they  are  in  use  bv  butchers  other  than  the 
cne  in  wlio-se  name  the  place  is  registered  it  is  a matter  of  greatest 
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difficulty  to  ensure  the  compliance  with  the  Bye-laws,  these,  being 
themselves  decidedly  inadequate  and  in  need  of  bringing  up  to 
Model  Bye-laws  requirements. 

The  sufficiency  of  accommodation,  is  totally  inadequate  for  the 
requirements  of  the  Borough,  t and  in  consequence,  killing  takes 
place  at  any  hour  of  the  night  and  day.  My  recent  reports  on  the 
methods  and  general  conditions  existing  in  the  present  buildings 
have  acquainted  you  with  their  short-comings,  and  I earnestly  hope 
you  will  give  them  your  serious  consideration. 

The  necessity  and  possibility  of  a properly  equipped  Public 
Abattoir  has  been  recognised  in  many  Boroughs  as  an  outcome  of 
the  experience  gained  during  the  war,  and  1 again  impress  upon 
you  the  desirability  of  such  a building  being  established,  when  you 
will  do  away  with  a condition  of  things  which  ought  not  to  be 

t/  O O 

tolerated  in  a seaside  and  health  resort. 


Action  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 

AcfS . — A detailed  statement  of  the  work  done  during  the  year 
under  the  above  Acts  will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  Report  of 
the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who  is  appointed  the  Inspector  under 
the  Acts. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Methods  of  dealing  With  Infectious  Diseases 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  adopted  in  1890,  and  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act  adopted  in  1896,  are  in  force 
in  the  Borough. 

Notifiable  Diseases. — In  addition  to  the  diseases  noti- 
fiable under  these  Acts  and  the  subsequent  Regulations  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  malaria,  dysentery,  trench  fever,  and  acute 
primary  pneumonia  and  acute  influenzal  pneumonia  became  compul- 
sorily notifiable  asi  from  the  1st  March,  1919,  under  the  Public 
Health  (Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Dysentery,  etc.)  Regulations,  1919. 

The  operation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Acute 
Encephalitis  Lathargica  and  Acute  Polio- Encephalitis)  Regulations, 
1918,  which  made  those  diseases  notifiable  for  one  year  from  1st 
January,  1918,  has  now  been  extended  indefinitely. 

Measles  and  German  Measles  ceased  to  be  notifiable  diseases  as 
from  31st  December,  1919,  and  application  has  since  been  made  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  regulations  to  remain  in  force  in 
this  district. 
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Scarlet  FeVer. — Thirty-one  notifications  of  this  disease 
were  received  during  the  year,  of  which  four  were  of  imported  origin. 
Only  nine  cases  occurred  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  the 
year,  the  remaining  twenty-two  being  evenly  distributed  over  the 
last  three  months.  None  of  the  cases  notified  proved  fatal,  and 
of  'the  total  cases,  twenty-five  were  removed  to  the  Borough 
Sanatorium. 

Return  cases  of  scarlet  fever  have  been  unknown  for  some 
considerable  time,  and  I attribute  this  to  the  precaution®  that  are 
taken  to  ensure  that  no  child  is  discharged  from  hospital  whilst  there 
are  any  discharges;,  either  aural  or  nasal.  Special  attention  is  also 
paid  to  those  who  are  the  subjects  of  chronically  enlarged  tonsils 
and  adenoids.  In  all  cases  a pamphlet  of  precautionary  measures 
to  be  taken  is  given  to  the  parent  or  guardian  of  a patient  dis- 
charged, and  where  children  are  found  with  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids,  the  parent  is  requested  to  have  these  treated  before  the 
child  is  allowed  to  resume  attendance  at  school. 

Diphtheria.—  Very  few  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  noti- 
fied in  comparison  with  previous  years.  Of  the  total  thirteen 
cases  during  the  year,  nine  occurred  in  the  first  six  months,  and 
the  remaining  four  during  the  latter  half  of  tne  year.  There 
were  no  fatal  cases  of  this  disease. 

In  addition  to  the  thirteen  cases  notified,  three  “ carrier  >} 
cases,  discovered  as  a.  result  of  the  bacteriological  examination  of 
specimens  from  the  throats,  and  eight  suspects  were  also  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

A supply  of  diphtheria  anti- toxin  is  kept  at  the  Hospital  for  use 
in  that  establishment,  and  on  the  requisition  of  any  medical  prac- 
titioner requiring  it  for  necessitous  cases.  As  it  is  the  custom  to 
remove  wherever  possible,  all  cases  of  diphtheria  notified,  the  latter 
provision  is  seldom,  if  ever,  required.  Cases  admitted  to  Hospital, 
except  those  of  very  mild  clinical  symptoms,  receive  antitoxin  treat- 
ment on  admission. 

In  all  instances  c‘  carrier  cases  are  isolated  and  kept  under 
observation  until  proved  by  bacteriological  examination  to  be  clear 
from  infection,  three  successive  negative  results  being  insisted 
upon  before  the  patient  is  discharged  from  isolation. 

Cerebro*Spinal  Meningitis.  — Two  cases  were  notified, 
both  of  which  were  found  on  investigation  to  be  connected  with  the 
military.  The  first  occurred  in  a local  man,  who>  was  employed 
in  the  building  trade  on  ,an  aerodrome  in  West  Kent,  and  who  was 
sick  when  he  visited  the  town,  and  the  other  was  the  infant  son  of 
a sergeant-major  employed  with  the  military  embarkation  staff  at 
the  port.  Both  cases  proved  fatal. 
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In  addition  to  these,  a,  case  was  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  from  the  Sandgate  district,  and  this,  too,  proved  fatal. 

As  a result  of  the  examination  of  specimens  taken  from  the 
throats  of  contacts  with  the  two  local  cases,  two  “carrier  " cases 
were  revealed,  and  these  were  removed  to  isolation,  and  subsequently 
discharged  after  treatment. 

Five  suspected  cases  of  the  disease  were  admitted  to  hospital 
during  the  year,  two'  of  these  proving  fatal.  The  following  diagnoses 
of  the  cases  was  subsequently  arrived  at,  the  examination  of  cerebro- 
spinal fluid  having  proved  negative  t o meningococcus:  — 

(a)  Tubercular  meningitis. 

(b)  Cerebral  Haemorrhage. 

(c)  Abscess  of  brain. 

(d)  Ptomaine  poisoning. 

(e)  i.  Ulcerated  endocarditis, 
ii.  Cerebral  embolism. 

Enteric  E eV&T% — Three  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified 
during  the  year.  The  first  of  these  was  the  mother  of  a patient 
who  contracted  the  disease  at  the  end  of  last  year.  She  was  sub- 
sequently found  to  he  a “carrier,"  and  in  May  infected  the  son. 
The  third  case  was  of  imported  origin,  the  patient  having  con- 
tracted the  disease  whilst  staying  in  the  Thames  Valley. 

Two  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  were 
discharged  after  treatment. 

Measles-  —There  have  been  a few  sporadic  cases  of  measles 
and  German  measles  during  the  year,  the  total  notifications  received 
amounting  to  thirty-six.  None  of  these  proved  fatal. 

Two  non-resident  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  the  request  of  the  parents  and  on  payment  of  the  usual  mainten- 
ance fees. 


‘Pneumonia. — Forty-one  notifications  of  cases  of  pneumonia 
were  received,  eighteen  of  these  being  complicated  with  influenza. 
In  every  instance  the  case  was  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor,  and  the 
conditions  and  housing  accommodation  reported  on.  In  three 
necessitous  cases,  nursing  and  " home  help  ' was  provided. 


Malaria  — Three  cases  of  malaria  fever  have  been 
during  the  year,  these  occurring  among  discharged  soldiers 
contracted  the  disease  during  their  service  in  the  East, 
instance  the  patient  was  placed  under  medical  treatment.

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In  addition  to  the  above,  examinations  have  been  carried  out 
from  time  to  time  of  swabs  and  cere bro- spinal  fluid  for  meningococ- 
cus by  the  Military  Laboratory  at  Shorncliffe,  and  I take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  marking  my  appreciation  of  the  cordial  manner  in  which 
the  medical  staff  of  the  Military  Hospital  have  always  co-operated 
in  granting  facilities  for  bacteriological  work,  and  assisting  in  diffi- 
cult cases  when  called  upon.  Captain  Eddington,  the  'bacteriologist, 
has  always  undertaken  the  work  promptly  and  given  me  every 
facility  in  his  power,  often  having  to-  conduct  the  swabbing  of  con- 
tact cases  at  very  inconvenient  times,  in  fact  the  co-operation  be- 
tween the  civil  and  military  staffs  has  worked  most  satisfactorily. 


Tuberculosis . — Notifications  in  respect  of  forty-four  cases 
of  pulmonary  and  thirty-two<  cases  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis 
have  been  received  during  the  year.  There  has  been  a considerable 
improvement  in  the  extent  to  which  the  requirements  as  to  the 
notification  of  these  cases  has  been  observed  by  the  medical  prac- 
titioners. On  only  seven  occasions  has  it  been  found  necessary  to 
call  attention  to  failure  of  this.  duty.  In  most  cases  the  failure  has 
been  due  to  the  supposition  that  the  case  had  been  previously  noti- 
fied by  another  medical  man.  In  consequence,  I am  of  opinion  that 
very  few  cases  are  missed  in  comparison  with  former  years. 

SmalUpOX. — No  necessity  has  arisen  during  the  year  call- 
ing for  the  primary  vaccination  or  r ©-vaccination  of  persons  by  the 
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Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Small-pox  Pre- 
vent i on ) R egu  1 a ti  on  s , 191 7 .

This  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  those  unprotected  by 
vaccination  is  becoming  a serious  question.  The  immunity  against 
small-pox,  hitherto  enjoyed  by  the  country  at  large,  is  not  likely  to 
last  for  an  indefinite  period,  more  especially  since  the  means  of 
international  communication  have  improved  and  rapid  transit  is 
more  the  order  of  the  day.  This  tends  to  increase  the  area  from 
which  possible  infection  may  arrive. 

Another  result  of  this  laxity  is  that  it  necessitates  the  provision 
of  further  accommodation  at  the  Small-pox  Hospital,  for  we  must 
be  prepared  to.  treat  greater  numbers  at  one  time,  than  has  been 
necessary  in  the  past.  It  is  not  sufficient  to>  say  that  because  your 
Small-pox  Hospital  has  been  so'  seldom  used,  it  is  all  that  is 
required.  Experience  proves  that  it  is  not,  and  because  you  were 
lucky  in  escaping  an.  extension  in  1911,  it  does  not  mean  to  sav 
that  you  will  always  be  so'  fortunate. 

Failing  the  protection  afforded  by  vaccination,  it  is  only  reason- 
able that  you  should  be  forearmed  by  making  suitable  provision  for 
isolation  of  small-pox,  and  that  is  the  reason  why  I have  for  years 
advocated  the  reorganization  of  the  Small-pox  Hospital,  so  that  it 

may  be  brought  up  to  more  modern  requirements* 
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Influenza.  — There  were  thirty-four  deaths  from  influenza 
in  the  first  fifteen  weeks  of  the  year,  this  mortality  being  due  to 
the  third  wave  of  influenza  that  had  invaded  these  islands  in,  twelve 
months.  The  incidence  of  the  disease  seemed  to-  be  amongst  those 
who  had  remained  immune  during  previous  invasions,  and  there 
was-  no  evidence  of  a secondary  attack  wherever  enquiry  had  been 
made.  Several  of  the  cases  seemed  to  have  been  complicated  with 
haematuria  and  albuminuria. 

Every  case  among  the  poorer  classes  coming  to  notice  was 
visited  and  instructions  given  as  to  nursing  and  prophylactic 
measures.  As  previously  stated,  in  three  necessitous  oases  compli- 
cated with  pneumonia,  home  help  and  nursing  was  provided.  , The 
services  of  ladies  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Voluntary  Aid  Detach- 
ment were  also'  placed  at  the  disposal  of  my  department  for  nursing 
in  necessitous  cases,  and  the  local  medical  practitioners  acquainted 
with  the  fact  that  such  help  was  obtainable. 

The  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Influenzai)  Regulations, 
1918,  with  reference  to  the  regulations  of  the  hours  of  attendance, 
etc.,  at  cinemas,  and  other  places  of  public  entertainment,  were 
brought  into  force  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  These  regulations 
were  rescinded  as  from  6th  May  last. 

Disinfection • — Al]  infected  bedding,  mattresses,  clothing, 
and  articles  of  a similar  nature  are  treated  in  the  “ Thresh  ” steam 
disinfector  at  the  Borough  Sanatorium.  Formalin,  either  in  solu- 
tion as  spray,  or  generated  from  the  “ Alformamt  ” lamp,  is  used  for 
the  disinfection  of  rooms.  Table  VI.  of  this  report  shows  the 
amount  of  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  so  dealt  with,  and  the  following 
rooms  have  been  disinfected  during  the  year  : —

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

MidWiVes. — The  inspection  of  midwives  and  other  activities 
under  the  Midwives  Acts  1902  and  1918,  are  administered  by  the 
Kent  County  Council,  who  send  a specially  qualified  lady  inspector 
into  the  district  to*  supervise  the  local  midwives. 

General  arrangement  for  attending  to  the 
health  of  mothers  and  children  under  five  pears. — 

Mrs.  Sievwright,  the  Health  Visitor,  is  in  daily  attendance  at  the

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Ante-Natal  and  Baby  Clinic,  which  is  held  in  the  buildings  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Education  Departments  in  Foord  Road . 
T\vo  rooms  are  available,  one  for  the  consulting  room,  and  the 
other  for  undressing  and  weighing  the  babies,  the  central  hall  being 
used  as  the  waiting  room  where  the  mothers  are  able,  through  the 
generosity  of  the  ladies  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  to  obtain  re- 
freshments. 

The  following  arrangements  have  been  made  with  a view  to 
giving  facilities,  in  needful  cases,  in  obtaining  proper  attention  at 
childbirth,  viz.  : — 

(a)  In  abnormal  oases  attended  my  midwives,  the  Kent  County 
Council  authorises  the  calling  in  of  a doctor,  and  the  fee  will  be  paid 

in  necessitous  cases. 

(b)  A bed  has  been  retained  at  a,  Maternitv  Nursing  Home  at 
a fee  of  2s.  6d.  per  week  unoccupied,  and  <£2  2s.  per  week 
when  occupied  for  ordinary  cases,  special  oases  being1  ar- 
ranged for  a,t  an  additional  rate. 

(c)  The  services  of  a midwife  are  provided  for  women  unable 
to  pay  her  ordinary  fee,  which  is  not  to  exceed  £1  Is. 
This  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

(d)  To  allow  a midwife  to  expend  a sum  not  exceeding  3s.  6d. 
for  requirements  urgently  needed  at  time  of  birth. 

(e)  Maternity  bags  are  lent  out  to  cases  approved  by  +he 
Health  Visitor. 

In  addition,  both  new  and  dried  milk  is  provided  free,  or  at 
half  or  quarter  price  in  approved  necessitous  cases,  dried  milk 
(“Glaxo”  and  “Cow  and  Gate”  brands)  being  also  on  sale  at 
the  Centre  for  ordinary  cases  at  cost  price.  Cod  liver  oil,  castor 
oil,  etc.,  is  provided  free,  and  “ Chvmol  ” supplied  out  of  volun- 
tary funds.  « 

On  Thursday  afternoons  a doctor  is  in  attendance  at  the 
Clinic  for  consultations,  ante-natal  as  well  as  for  nursing  mothers, 
and  for  children  under  five.

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Infectious  Diseases  of  Parturient  Women  and 
Infants.  —Thirteen  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  noti- 
fied during  the  year1.  Of  these,  one  case  attended  at  the  Clinic 
for  treatment,  five  were  treated  at  the  Royal  "Victoria  (General) 
Hospital,  and  the  remainder  at  home.  In  no-  instance  did  impair- 
ment of  eyesight  result. 

Two  cases  of  puerperal  fever  were  also-  notified,  both  being 
removed  to  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital.  One  case  proved  fatal. 

Whooping-cough  was  prevalent  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year,  one  case1  only  proving  fatal. 

Nine  cases  of  measles  occurred  in  children  under  five  years, 
but  there  were  no  deaths. 
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A few  sporadic  cases  of  epidemic  diarrhoea  were  brought  to 
notice  during  the  year,  resulting  in  two'  infantile  deaths  from  this 
cause. 


Creche*—- This  institution,  which  was  started  under  voluntary 
auspices  and  was  subsidised  to  the  amount  of  £200  per  annum  by 
the  Borough  Corporation,  lias  now  been  taken  over  entirely  by  the 
latter  body  as  from  the  15th  September  last.  Temporary  accom- 
modation is  afforded  at  43,  Dover  Road,  pending  the  removal  to 
more  commodious  quarters  at  St,  Gabriel’s,  Lennard  Road.  The 
plans  and  estimates  for  the  conversion  of  the  latter  premises  have 
been  submitted  and  inspected  by  representatives  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  have  met  with  their  approval.  Subject  to  the  re- 
vision of  the  estimates,  the  purchase  of  the  property  will  shortly  be 
completed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  during  the  current  year  this 
institution  will  be  available  for  use.

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Messrs.  Gill,  Tunbridge  and  Summerfield  returned  from  military 
service)  during  the  year,  Mr.  Tunbridge  subsequently  resigning  his 
position  in  the  department  on  his  appointment  as  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  the  Malden  and  Coombes  Urban  District  Council. 

These  three  members  of  my  staff  appear  to  have  gained  con- 
siderable experience  in  their  duties  from  their  military  service,  and 
to  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  widening  their 
views  of  the  work  in  Italy  and  the  Eastern  countries  to  which  they 
were  sent. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  satisfaction  with  the 
very  efficient  manner  in  which  the  staff  of  the  department  have 
carried  out  their  duties  during  the  vear. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMODATION  FOR  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Sanatorium. — Provision  for  the  accommodation  and  isola- 
tion of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  patients  is  provided  in 
this  institution,  which  stands  enclosed  by  an  iron  fence  on  3J  acres 
of  ground  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  town.  The  building  con- 
sists of  an  administrative  block,  3 ward  blocks,  a,  porter’s  lodge, 
laundry,  mortuary,  a,  disinfecting  chamber  with  Thresh’ s steam 
disinfector,  boiler  house  and  carriage  lodge.  The  old  administrative 
building,  used  until  recently  as  an  observation  block,  is  now  in  use 
as  additional  sleeping  accommodation  for  the  nursing  staff. 

Three  diseases  can  be  treated  concurrently  in  the  hospital,  viz.  : 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever.  The  accommodation 
is  as  follows  :

This  number  is  sufficient,  for  the  needs  of  the  town  and  Sand- 
gate,  with  whose  Council  an  agreement  exists  for  taking  the  above 
diseases  from  that  district,  a charge  being  made  of  £2  2s.  Od.  a week 
for  each  patient. 

The  establishment  of  Nursing  Staff  consists  of  the  Matron,  2 
Staff  Nurses,  and  6 Probationers,  2 Ward  Maids,  1 Laundry  Maid, 
Cook,  2 Domestic  Maids,  Porter  and  Wife. 

During  the  year,  owing  to  the  retirement  of  some  of 
the  members  of  the  nursing  staff,  the  numbers  have  been  con- 
siderably reduced,  there  now  being  only  four  probationers.  It  has 
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been  found  practically  impossible  to  replace  these,  and,  in  conse- 
quence, the  work  has  been  carried  on  under  very  adverse  circum- 
stances. 

The  manner  in  which  the  staff  have  carried  out  their  duties, 
however,  has  been  most  satisfactory,  and  in  every  way  commendable, 
notwithstanding  these  conditions,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  absence  of 
return  cases  or  those  due  to  cross  infection.

\SlYiall*pOX  Hospital. — Provision  is  made  for  the  isola- 
tion of  cases  of  small-pox  at  the  Smallpox  Hospital  situated  at  the 
foot  of  the  hillsi  on  the  Dover  Road,  about  half-a-mile  N.E.  of  the 
town,  and  consisting1  of  two  blocks,  one  of  which  was  erected  in 
1915.  The  original  structure,  which  is  of  wood,  contains  two  wards, 
kitchen,  bathroom,  etc.,  and  the  second,  three  bedrooms,  kitchen- 
dining-room,  bathroom,  and  the  necessary  offices  for  the  nursing 
and  administrative  staff. 

The  original  building  is  fast,  becoming  unfit  for  modern  re- 
quirements, and  should  be  thoroughly  renovated  or  replaced  by  a 
more  suitable  structure.  Separate  accommodation  should  be  pro- 
vided for  the  caretaker.  The  present  one,  Mrs.  Wright,  is  too  old 
to  efficiently  carry  out  the  duties,  and  in  the  event  of  the  building 
being  required  for  patients,  she  would  have  to  be  replaced  by  some- 
one more  active  and  able  to.  adapt,  herself  to  the  work  which  this 
would  entail, 
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Water  is  obtained  from  a well  sunk  in  the  chalk,  from  which 
it  is  pumped  by  a windmill  to  a,  tank,  holding  7,000  gallons,  whence 
it  is  supplied  by  gravity  to'  both  blocks. 

Hot  water  is  available  from  a boiler  for  baths,  etc.,  and  a small 
cremator  has  been  installed  for  the  destruction  of  pail  and  other 
refuse.  Liquid  sewage  is  treated  by  passing  through  a septic  tank. 

No  cases  were  admitted  to  this  hospital  during  the  year.

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In  the  495  visits  made  229  rats  are  known  to  have  been 
destroyed,  but  this  is  doubtlessly  only  a small  proportion  of  the 
total  number  killed.  Many  of  the  premises  visited  were  badly 
infested,  and  very  encouraging  reports  have  been  received  of  the 
good  results  obtained. 

In  connection  with  the  National  Rat  Week,  a,  man  was  speci- 
ally engaged  for  rat  destruction,  and  during  his  three  weeks’  work 
he  paid  fourteen  visits  to  each  of  eighteen  premises  where  complaints 
had  been  received.  Only  43  rats  could  be  definitely  accounted  for, 
but  it  was  evident  from  the  mysterious  disappearance  of  numbers 
which  vrere  previously  known  to  be  in  existence,  that  his  visits 
had  very  satisfactory  results.  The  only  poison  used  was  barium 
carbonate,  and  this  was  freely  taken  by  the  rats. 
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HOUSING. 

General  Housing  Conditions  of  the  District*— 

The  residential  portions  of  the  town  consist  of  a good  class  of 
house  laid  out  with  a considerable  amount  of  open  space,  such  as 
public  gardens  and  squares,  but  on  account  of  high  ground  rents 
there  are  few  houses  standing  in  their  own  grounds. 

In  the  more  recently  built  parts  the  streets  are  wide,  but  in  the 
old  town  they  are  narrow  and  tortuous. 

The  Building  Bye-law  No.  48,  which  excludes  new  houses 
erected  in  streets  existing  before  1855,  should  be  altered  so>  that  it 
may  apply  to  old  streets  for  Sanitary  purposes. 

A considerable  amount  of  work  has  in  recent  years  been  done 
towards  keeping  the  surroundings  of  houses  ini  a cleanly  condition, 
aaid  on  the  whole  the  district  may  be  considered  well  cared  for  in 
this  respect,  but  naturally,  there  are  wide  differences  depending  on 
the  habits  of  the  various  tenants,  and  houses  in  the  same  street  will 
vary,  both  inside  and  out,  according  to  the  care  bestowed  upon  them 
by  the  respective  inmates. 

The  supervision  over  the  erection  of  the  new  houses  is  entrusted 
to  the  Building  Inspector,  who  is  responsible  for  the  buildings  con- 
forming to>  the  Bye-laws. 

The  approximate  number  of  houses  in  the  Borough  is  six 
thousand  and  eight  hundred,  about  fifty  per  cent,  of  these  being 
suitable  for  the  working  classes. 

No  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  but  the 
scheme  of  the  Sir  Philip  Sassoon  Model  Housing  Society  (Folkestone) 
Ltd.  for  the  erection  of  sixteen  cottages  and  eight  flats  at  the  top 
of  North  Street  on  the  East  Cliff,  was  commenced. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  according  to-  the  last  census 
return  was  33,495,  the  estimates  furnished  by  the  General  Register 
Office,  Somerset  House,  for  this  year  being  33,061  for  birth-rate, 
and  31,737  for  death-rate.  No  important  changes  in  the  population 
have  taken  place  or  are  contemplated  in  the  near  future. 

The  present  shortage  of  houses  locally  is  doubtlessly  due  In 
the  fact  that  no  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the  past  four 
or  five  years  of  war.  In  addition  to  the  scheme  promoted  by  the 
Borough  Member  mentioned  above,  the  Local  Authority  are  con- 
templating the  erection  of  two  hundred  houses  on  land  to  the  north- 
east of  Canterbury  Road. 


OVercroWding. — A certain  amount  of  overcrowding  exists 
in  the  district,  owing  in  some  degree  to  the  inability  of  newly- 
married  sons  and  daughters  of  families,  to  find  suitable  housing 
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accommodation  owing  to  the  shortage  of  houses.  It  is  contemplated 
that  this  will  be  alleviated  during  the  forthcoming  year  by  the 
erection  of  houses  under  the  local  housing  schemes. 

Several  serious  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  with 
during  the  year,  other  accommodation  being  found  for  the  displaced 
persons  after  great  delay  and  much  trouble.  It  has  not  been 
possible,  under  the  present  conditions,  to  take  (any  action  on 
general  lines  to*  abate  overcrowding,  any  steps  in  this  direction  being 
met  with  applications  for  assistance  to  find  alternative  accommoda- 
tion for  the  families  displaced.  The  fact  that  the  onus  of  pro- 
viding new  houses  is  upon  the  Local  Authority  has  also  rendered 
it  impossible  to  deal  with  nuisances  of  this  description. 

Fitness  of  Houses . — Tile  general  standard  of  the  houses 
of  the  district  is  very  fair.  Of  the  unfit  houses  dealt  with,  want  of 
sufficient  ventiltion  around  house,  dampness,  and  general  dilapida- 
tion were  the  chief  defects  found  to*  exist. 

In  the  course  of  house-to-house  inspections  of  various  parts 
of  the  district,  176  houses  were  inspected  for  the  purpose  of  Section 
15  of  the  1909  Act,  the  defects  found,  however,  being  dealt  with 
under  the  Public  Health  Act.  Table  XI.  of  this  report  shows  the 
sanitary  work  carried  out  during  the  year  at  these  and  other  houses 
as  a,  result  of  notices  served  under  the  Public  Health  Act. 

No  houses  were  dealt  with  either  under  Section  15  of  the  1909 
Act,  or  Section  28  of  the  1919  Act  during  the  year. 

Lack  of  workmen  and  materials  has  been  the  chief  difficulty 
experienced  in  remedying  unfitnesis  in  houses,  and  in  view  of  the 
existence  of  present-day  conditions  in  the  labour  market  there  is 
only  one  obvious  remedy. 

As  already  referred  to,  with  the  exception  of  about  twenty 
houses,  the  water  supply  for  all  domestic  purposes  is  from  the 
Waterworks  Company’s  mains.  As  a result  of  analysis,  the  water  of 
three  wells  supplying  seven  houses  in  the  Borough  was  in  each 
case  found  to  be  affected  by  sewage  percolation  or  its  equivalent, 
and  action  was  taken  for  the  closure  of  the  wells  and  the  provision 
of  a water  supply  from  the  public  mains.  At  the  date  of  this  report, 
these  requirements  are  complied  with  in  respect  of  five  of  the  houses. 

Sewage  disposal  is  by  the  water- carriage  system  except  in  some  8 
or  9 houses  situated  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  district,  and  the  pro- 
vision of  galvanised  iron  covered  dustbins  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
has  been  dealt  with  as  previously  referred  to. 

Unhealthy  Area.  — ^b  meeting  of  the  Sanitary  and  Hos- 
pitals Committee  held  on  16th  June,  1919,  the  Town  Clerk  reported 
that  it  was  desirable  to  have  the  whole  of  the  properties  affected  in 
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the  Radnor  Street  scheme  embodied  in  one  representation  of  die 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  it  having  been  dealt  with  in  three  separate 
representations.  The  following*  was  then  submittd:- — 

“ To  the  Local  Authority  for  the  Urban  District  of  Folke- 
stone  for  the  purposes  of  the  Housing  Acts.

“ that  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  dealing  with  the  evils 
“ connected  with  such  houses  and  the  sanitary  defects  in  the 
“ area  of  such  houses  is  an  improvement  scheme  for  the  re- 
“ arrangement  and  re-construction  of  the  houses  within  such 
“ area  or  of  some  of  such  houses.” 

The  Committee  passed  the  following  resolution  thereon : — 

“ That  the  Council  having  taken  such  Representation  into 
“ consideration  are  satisfied  of  the  truth  thereof,  and  of  the 
“ sufficiency  of  their  resources,  and  resolve  that  the  areas  com- 
“ prising  the  houses  mentioned  in  such  report  are  unhealthy 
“ areas  and  that  an  Improvement  Scheme  ought  to  be  made  in 
“respect  thereof,  and  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
“ the  Borough  Surveyor  be  instructed  to  prepare  and  to  submit  to1 
“this  Committee  a scheme  accompanied  by  maps,  particulars, 
“and  estimates  for  the  improvement  of  such  areas.” 

With  the  provision  of  new  houses  in  the  district  it  is  hoped 
that  some  part  of  this  area  may  be  dealt  with  in  the  near  future. 
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J$ye*LaWS»  — No  bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of  houses-let- 
in-lodgings  or  for  tents,  vans,  sheds,  etc.,  used  for  human  habita- 
tion, are  in  force  in  the  Borough,  and  especially  in  the  former 
case  is  it  desirable  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  have  these  framed.

PORT  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 

* Shipping . — During  1919,  with  the  exception  of  several  fish- 
ing boats  from  Dover,  Ramsgate  and  Rye,  the  only  vessels  arriving 
in  the  port  have  been  foreign,  viz.,  the  South  Eastern  and  Chat- 
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ham  Railway  Company’s  boats  from  Calais  and  Boulogne,  and  the 
Dutch  boat  from  Flushing.  Table  “ a ” given  below  indicates  the 
total  number  and  tonnage  of  these  vessels  arriving  at  the  port,  the 
coastwise  steamers  being  those  belonging  to  the  Company,  and  the 
sailing  vessels,  ketches  from  the  Thames  and  elsewhere. 

Inspection . — The  number  of  inspections  of  shipping  carried 
out  was  348.  The  S.E.  and  C.R.  Company’s  passenger  boats  were 
in  all  cases  found  in  good  order  and  clean.  Three  of  the  cargo 
boats  which,  in  addition  to  carrying  cargo-,  carried  a large  number 
of  Belgians  and  other  leave  troops,  were  fitted  with  additional 
latrine  accommodation,  and  being  partly  under  naval  control,  were 
kept  in  a cleanly  condition. 

Present  Facilities  for  preventing  the  Impor* 

tation  and  Spread  of  Disease. — The-  medical  inspection 

of  passengers  arriving  at  the  port  has  hitherto'  been  carried  out  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Cases  needing  disinfection  and  bath- 
ing have  so  far  been  dealt  with  at  the  Borough  Disinfection  Station 
and  Cleansing  Station  situated  about  half-a-mile  from  the  harbour. 
Hospital  accommodation  and  shelter  for  contacts  have  been  also 
provided  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  which  is  in  close  proximity  to 
the  Cleansing  Station.  Small-pox  cases  have  been  treated  at  the 
Small-pox  Hospital  situated  about  one  and  a.  half  miles  from  the 
pier. 


Developments  and  Extensions  needed.— To  deal 

effectively  with  the  passenger  traffic  on  the  lines  indicated  above, 
the  inspection  staff,  both  medical  and  sanitary,  should  be  increased. 
Accommodation  should  also-  be  provided  for  (a)  medical  inspection, 
and  (b)  staff,  disinfecting  apparatus,  etc. , at  the  harbour,  and  also-  a 
motor  ambulance  for  the  prompt  removal  of  infectious  cases  to  hos- 
pital. 

The  installation  of  a properly  equipped  cleansing  and  disin- 
fecting station  is  also  becoming  a matter  of  urgency. 

Risks  of  Introduction  of  Infectious  Diseases  to 
Which  the  port  is  exposed # — With  the  exception  of  a few 
timber  and  ice  vessels,  which  prior  to  the  war  arrived  from  Nor- 
wegian and  Baltic  ports,  the  chief  risks  of  introduction  is  through 
the  passenger  traffic  via  Boulogne  and  Flushing  from  all  parts  of 
the  continent,  as  well  as  Peninsular  and  Oriental  passengers  from 
Egypt  and  the  east  travelling  overland  from  Marseilles,  etc.  Other 
classes  of  passengers  include  discharged  crews  from  Mediterranean 
ports,  landing  at  Marseilles  and  proceeding  overland  to-  Boulogne. 
It  would  be  quite  possible  for  infectious  diseases  to  be  introduced 
(even  with  medical  inspection  at  this  port  of  all  passengers),  owing 
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to  the  short  duration  of  the  passage  from  many  of  the  infected  areas 
which  would  allow  an  infected  person  time  to  arrive  in  England 
before  the  initial  symptoms  of  the  disease  ha,d  developed. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  make  arrangements  for  obtaining  the 
names  and  addresses  to  which  each  passenger  from  an  infected  area, 
is  proceeding.  Difficulties  will  probably  arise  in  obtaining  the  in- 
formation as  regards  points  of  departure,  and  this  will  have  to>  be 
arranged  for,  either  through  the  Alien  authorities  or  where  British 
subjects  are  concerned,  through  the  Home  Office  officials.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  thirtieth  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1919. 

The  work  of  my  department  has  been  carried  out  with  great 
difficulty  during  the  past  year  owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff, 
and  in  seeking  the  prompt  abatement  of  nuisances  much  allowance 
has  had  to  be  made  on  account  of  the  difficulty  experienced  by 
builders  in  obtaining  skilled  labour  and  of  the  scarcity  of  materials. 
By  moderating  our  demands,  however,  and  allowing  extended  time 
for  repairs  to  be  carried  out,  much  remedial  work  has  been 
accomplished. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  Messrs.  Gill,  Tunbridge  and 
Summerfield  returned  from  active  service,  and  the  temporary  staff 
of  the  department  was  dispensed  with. 

The  number  of  Acts  and  Orders  which  have  to  be  administered 
in  this  department  continues  to  increase,  and  now  includes  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  with  its  two  amending  Acts  of  1890 
and  1907,  Infectious  Disease  Prevention  Act,  1890,  Factory  and 
Workshops  Acts,  1901  and  1907,  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
1875,  1879  and  1899,  Margarine  Act,  1887,  Butter  and  Margarine 
Act,  1907,  Milk  and  Cream  Regulations,  1912  and  1917,  Housing, 
Town  Planning,  etc.,  Acts,  1909  and  1919,  Public  Health  (Un- 
sound Food)  Regulations,  Rag  Flock  Act  and  Regulations,  Fabrics 
Misdescription  Act,  American  Gooseberry  Mildew  (Fruit)  Orders, 
Corky  Scab  and  Wart  Diseases  of  Potatoes  Orders,  and  Shops  Act, 
1912,  and  the  1 arge  number  of  Bye-laws.  Orders  and  Regulations  in 
force  in  the  Borough. 


A systematic  inspection  of  houses  situated  in  Bridge  Street, 
Beach  Street,  Great  Fenchurch  Street,  Alexandra  and  Clifton  Mews 
and  Garages,  Invicta  Road,  Burrow  Road,  Ethel bert  Road  and 
South  Street,  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  In  addition, 
inspections  of  working-class  dwellings  have  been  made  where  the 
storage  of  food  under  proper  conditions  was  difficult  owing  to  the  lack 
of  suitable  accommodation,  with  reference  to  the  Order  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  the  prevention  of  epidemic  diarrhoea  among 
children.  Special  attention  has  also  been  paid  in  these  cases  to  the 
prompt  removal  of  all  kinds  of  refuse  liable  to  contaminate  food. 


A large  number  of  houses,  until  recently  in  the  hands  of  the 
Military,  have  been  inspected  and  the  drains  of  the  same  tested  prior 
to  their  being  taken  over  for  civil  occupation. 

During  the  year  336  intimation  notices  and  159  letters  calling 
for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  of  various  descriptions  have  been 
sent  out,  these  being  followed  in.  cases  where  necessary  by  229 
legal  notices  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  In  connection  with 
these,  810  inspections  and  535  re-inspections  have  been  made. 

Inspection  of  Schools.— The  sanitary  conveniences  of 
the  various  Elementary  Schools  in  the  Borough  have  been  regularly 
inspected,  and  have  been  found  to  be  kept  by  the  caretakers  in 
cleanly  and  satisfactory  condition.  The  gradual  replacement  of  the 
old  trough  latrines  by  single  siphonic  basins  in  some  of  the  older 
schools  has  been  a distinct,  advantage.  The  sanitary  conveniences  of 
St.  Peter’s  School  still  require  to  be  brought  up  to  date. 

A complaint  from  the  Roman  Catholic  School  with  reference  to 
a smoke  nuisance  from  an  adjoining  workshop  was  investigated,  and 
remedied  as  far  as  possible,  the  premises  being  kept  under  obser- 
vation. 

Allotment  Gardens  and  Piggeries. — A considerable  area 
of  land  in  various  parts  of  the  district  has  been  converted  into 
allotment  gardens  during  recent  years,  the  number  of  manure  heaps 
to  be  continually  inspected  greatly  increasing  in  consequence. 
Where  there  were  obnoxious  emanations  and  possible  breeding  of  flies, 
these  accumulations  were  removed  or  dug  in  where  possible,  or  the 
owners  required  to  cover  them  with  earth.  Taking  into  considera- 
tion the  large  number  of  these  gardens  now  in  existence,  very- 
lit  tie  cause  for  complaint  arose. 

The  piggeries  in  Walton  allotment  gardens,  and  in  Warren 
Road  and  Dover  Road  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  kept  in  a 
cleanly  state.  The  new  piggeries  at  the  Tivoli  Gardens  are  of 
modern  construction,  and  have  been,  kept  in  a,  very  satisfactory 
condition. 

Stables,  Mews  and  Garages.— The  number  of  stables  in 

the  district  continues  to  decrease  in  view  of  the  more'  general  use 
of  motor  traction.  Many  of  the  old  dung- pits  have  been  abolished, 
and  the  Imore  frequent  removal  of  dung  insisted  on.  In  two 
instances  it  has  been  necessary  to  require  the  execution  of  repairs 
to  existing  dung- pits  to  prevent  the  percolation  of  liquid  matter 
therefrom. 

Nuisances  have  arisen  in  the  garages  in  some  cases  as  a.  result 
of  oil  and  petrol  being  allowed  to  escape  into  the  drains  and  thence 
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to  the  sewers.  This  is  a most  dangerous  practice,  and  most  owners 
have  been  warned  against  it.  The  lavatory  accommodation  of  these 
premises  ha®  been  frequently  inspected. 


riilk  Shops,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — There  are  5 
cowsheds,  19  dairies  and  33  purveyors  of  milk  on  the  registers. 
These  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  found  in  a 
generally  cleanly  condition.  In  one  or  two  instances  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  limewashing  of  cowsheds, 
but  this  has  been  immediately  carrried  out.  Eight  of  the  dairies 
lack  proper  steam  appliances  for  the  cleansing  of  churns  and  other 
utensils. 

The  number  of  cows  kept  in  the  various  sheds  continues  to  de- 
crease, the  greater  part  of  the  milk  supply  of  the  Borough  being  ob- 
tained from  outside  the  district.  There  is  great  need  for  the 
eradication  of  tuberculous  cows  from  the  Kentish  herds.  In  two 
recent  instances  I have  found  cows  seriously  affected  with  the 
disease  in  the  udder  and  mammary  glands. 


Slaughterhouses. — The  one  licensed  and  six  registered 
slaughter-houses  have  been  regularly  inspected.  The  provisions 
of  the  Bye-laws  have  been  fairly  well  complied  with  under  the 
existing  conditions.  The  attention  of  all  owners  was  called  during 
the  year  to  the  necessity  for  providing  and  maintaining  in  good  con- 
dition receptacles  for  containing  offal,  etc.  The  lime-washing  of 
walls  has  been  frequently  carried  out,  but  in  several  instances  it 

by 

written  notice. 

The  water  supply  of  one  slaughter-house  which  had  hitherto 
been  obtained  from  a,  well,  is  now  provided  from  the  public  main. 

Before  the  war  there  was  a regular  supply  of  imported  meat 
into  the  Borough,  and  a diminution  in  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  locally,  but  in  consequence  of  the  war  this  supply 
became  very  irregular,  causing  a considerable  increase  in  home- 
killed  meat.  This  has  occasioned  much  overcrowding  in  the 
slaughter-houses  and  made  it  impossible  for  cattle  to  be  slaughtered 
under  proper  conditions. 

There  is  still  great  need  of  a Public  Abattoir  of  modern  con- 
struction and  equipment.  This  could  be  erected  on  the  West  side 
of  the  Refuse  Destructor  site,  provision  being  made  for  a railway- 
siding  and  thus  obviating  the  objectionable  practice  of  driving 
cattle  through  the  streets.  The  Abattoir  could  be  made  a central 
clearing-house  for  all  imported  and  home-killed  meat,  and  the  whole 
town’s  supply7  would  be  under  the  supervision  of  this  department. 


has  been  necessary  to  call  attention  to  this  either  verbally7  or 
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In  closing  the  registered  slaughter-houses,  the  amount  of  compen- 
sation would  not  be  great,  as  in  five  instances  the  buildings  are  in  a 
very  dilapidated  condition. 

During  the  year  I have  examined  the  carcases  of  534  beasts, 
1826  sheep  and  467  pigs  in  the  course  of  489  visits  to  the  slaughter- 
houses. The  carcases  of  4 beasts,  1 sheep,  1 pig,  and  1 lamb, 
together  with  various  viscera,  were  found  to  be  diseased,  and  were 
condemned  and  destroyed. 

Bakehouses.  — Two-  hundred  and  one  inspections  of  the 
bakehouses  have  been  made  during  the  year.  These  have  been 
kept  in  a good  sanitary  condition.  In  one-  case  the  premises  have 
become  overcrowded  with  machinery,  and  the  owner  has  been  re- 
quested toi  carry  out  extensions.  In  several  others,  notices  have 
been  served  calling  attention  to-  the  necessity  for  carrying  out  certain 
minor  repairs  and  also  for  lime-washing.  This  has  in  every  case 
been  promptly  carried  out. 

The  certificated  underground  bakehouses  have  been  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  —The  four  common  lodging- 
houses  have  been  regularly  inspected,  but  on  account  of  the  war 
have  not  been  used  as  much  as  in  former  years.  The  provisions 
of  the  Bye-laws  have  been  fairly  well  complied  with,  but  in  several 
instances  it  has  been  necessary  to  caution  the  keepers.  It  has 
become  the  practice  for  some  houses  of  this  type  to  be  used  for 
weekly  lodgers  only,  thus  escaping  the  need  for  compliance  with  the 
Common  Lodging  House  Bye-laws.  Such  houses  merely  become 
houses-let-in-lodgings,  for  the  regulation  of  which  Bye-laws  should 
be  framed  and  put  into-  force. 

There  is  great  need  for  a well-constructed  Municipal  Common 
Lodging-House  in  the  Borough.  This  should  be  self-supporting,  and 
would  help  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  among  a class  which  needs 
some  consideration. 

Food  Inspection. — In  addition  to  the  Visits  paid  to  the 
slaughter-houses,  inspections  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  of 
the  various  shops  and  restaurants  where  food  is  sold  or  prepared 
for  sale,  and  also  of  restaurant  kitchens,  to1  ensure  the  condition 
of  the  food  sold  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  utensils  in  use.  In  3 
instances  the  owner  was  cautioned  with  reference  to  the  dirty  con- 
dition of  the  premises. 

Details  of  the  foodstuffs  found  unfit  for  the  food  of  man  and  con- 
demned and  destroyed  during  the  year,  will  be  found  in  Table  VII. 
of  this  report. 
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The  American  Gooseberry  Mildew  (Fruit)  Order  was  re-im- 
posed during  the  year  and  necessitated  the  inspection  of  quan- 
tities of  this  fruit  in  the  various  greengrocers’  shops,  and  also  of  the 
baskets  of  the  market  gardeners  coining  into  the  town  from  the 
country  districts.  The  amount  of  disease  found  amoim  the  fruit 

* O 

examined  was  very  slight,  but  where  found,  notice  was  given  for 
the  cleans  mg  and  disinfection  of  i he  receptacles  concerned. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts- — Seventy-three  samples 
of  milk  have  been  purchased  during  the  year  and  two  taken  in  the 
course  of  delivery.  In  addition,  6 samples  of  lard,  5 of  butter, 
2 of  self-raising  flour,  1 of  damson  jam,  1 of  rice,  1 of  coffee  and  1 
of  cream  of  tartar,  have  also  been  submitted  to  the  Borough 
Analyst  for  analysis. 

The  results  of  these  and  also  of  any  subsequent  prosecutions 
will  be  found  in  Table  IX.  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


Infectious  Diseases. —During  the  year  72  civilian  case? 
of  infectious  disease,  including  16  adults  and  56  children,  have 
been  removed  to  the  Borough  Isolation  Hospital,  Particulars  of 
the  cases  are  set  forth  in  Table  Y.  appended.  After  removal  of 
each  case  to  hospital,  the  premises  were  thoroughly  clisinfcted, 
all  infected  bedding  and  clothing  being  removed  to  the  Sana- 
torium and  dealt  with  in  the  Thresh  Steam  Disinfector.  182  rooms 
have  been  disinfected  during  the  year,  and  bedding,  clothing,  etc., 
as  enumerated  in  Table  YI. 

Enquiries  have  also  been  made  into-  the  causation  of  each  in- 
fectious case  notified,  and  the  particulars  obtained  placed  before  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Acts. — All  factories,  work- 
shops and  outworkers’  premises  have  been  inspected  from  time  to 
time,  so  far  as  these  were  known,  the  registers  having  become  very 
incomplete  owing  to  the  disorganisation  caused  by  the  war. 

There  has  been  a*  great  decrease  in  the  amount  of  work  given 
out  to  outworkers,  which  is  a considerable  advantage  to  those  em- 
ployed, the  work  being  carried  out  in  well-lighted  and  ventilated 
workrooms  instead  of  the  stuffy  atmosphere  of  their  own  homes. 

Mousing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act. — During  the  year 
176  houses  have  been  inspected  for  the  purposes  of  Section  15,  and  d 
under  Section  17  of  the  1909  Act.  The  defects  met  with  in  the 
former  oases  were  chiefly  of  a minor  character,  and  were  in  each  in- 
stance dealt  with  under  the  Nuisance  Clauses  of  the  Public  Health 
Acts. 


Representations  were*  made.  tO'  the  Local  Authority  for  the 
closure  of  20,  Beach  Street,  2a.,  Darlington  Street,  24,  South  Street, 
and  2,  Windmill  Cottages,  Charlotte  Street.  A closing"  order  was 
made  and  copies  of  the  same  served  in  respect  of  20',  Beach  Street, 
and  the  owner  of  24,  South  Street,  is  taking  steps  for  the  premises 
to  be  utilised  for  busines  purposes  only.  The  owners  of  2,  Windmill 
Cottages  have  appeared  before  the  Sanitary  and  Hospitals  Commit- 
tee and  given  an  undertaking  to>  carry  out  certain  works  as  ap- 
proved by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  render  the  house  fit.  for 
human  habitation,  and  the  consideration  of  the  closure  of  2a, 
Darlington  Street,  is  to.  remain  deferred  until  more  houses  are 
available  in  the  district. 

Vs) hops  Act,  - — I made  regular  inspections  of  the  business 
premises  of  the  district  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act.  A number  of  persons  had  to  be  cautioned,  more  especi- 
ally among  the.  coster  classes,  who  persisted  in  selling  from  barrows 
on  Wednesday  afternoons.  In  one  case  proceedings,  were  taken  before 
the  Borough  Bench  against  a man  who,  although  warned  several 
times,  continued  to  sell  fruit  from  a stall  on  the  foreshore  on. 
Wednesday  afternoons.  The  defendant  was  ordered  to  pay  the  costs 
of  the  case,  and  undertook  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Act. 


Rag  Flock  Act. — I have  from  time  to  time  inspected  the 
premises  where  rag  flock  was  likely  to  be  used  in  the  re-making  or 
filling  of  beds  and  cushions,  or  for  stuffing  upholstered  work,  and 
have  found  either  good  clean  rag  or  vegetable  flock  only  in  use. 

Port  Sanitary  Authority. — Inspection  has  been  made  of 
the  shipping  entering  the  port,  this  consisting  of  vessels  from  Calais, 
Boulogne  and  Flushing.  These  were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory 
and  cleanly  state.  Many  of  the  boats  have  been  used  for  trooping 
purposes,  and  on  these  additional  latrine  accommodation  has  been 
provided.  This  has  also  been  kept  in  good  condition,  being  under 
the  siunper vision  of  officers  of  the  Admiralty. 

There  has  been  only  one  case  of  infections  disease  removed 
from  vessels  at  the  harbour  during  the  year,  and  this  occurred  in 
one  of  the  crew  of  H.M.  Troopship  “Duchess  of  Devonshire.” 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  ready  help  of  my  assistants  in  carry- 
ing out  my  duties  during  the  year.
